‘The Yellow Fever Beileved to be in New Orleansa—The 

e Disease In Penusacoia. 

GALveston, August 20.—An evening paper 
of Saturday, published the Dusting: ‘The 
belief obtains in this city among some persons 
who have been in communication With triends 
in New Orleans, thatthere has been at least 
one case of yellow fever in that city within 
the past few days, although there has been no 
official announcement of the fact by the 
cresent city authorities. ‘The belief, however. 
is merely founded upon rumor OF SUpposi- 
tion, but itis strong enough to Cause a very 
marked sentiment in favor of quarantinin, 
avainst New Orleans. ‘The lack of contidenc 
in tae ‘board of health and physicians 
at New Orleans tends to strengthen 
faith in any rumors of yellow fever that come 
from ihat city, because it is alleged these 
gentlemen invariably try to conceal the fact 
when the fever does appear t: ere. An asso- 

ciated press representative ‘AarnS Irom a 
eaaioer of the Galveston ound of bealth that 
Dr. Fiy, president of the board, was to tele- 
graph irom New Orleaps if he found the re- 
port had any foundation. Dr. Fiy did not 
go tu New Orleans especially for this pur- 
pose, but the gentleman said some one Would 
probably have been sentif Dr. Fly had not 
been going that way. Nothing has been 
heard trom Dr. Fly, and itis said he left New 
Orleans yesterday for Louisville.

lt the author pleased him, he devoured the 
book with avidity. If unworthy of his atten- 
tion, he tossed it out of the window. and the 
ofticers of his statf made considerable addi- 
tions to their own libraries by dismounting 
and gatheri: iy up from time to time the re- 
jected volume Ss which their imperial master 
would contemptuously throw away. Ths is 
no small tribute to the power of literature. 
lt held the intellect of Napoleon in its spell 
and § iccessfully competed with 
all the excitement of those games 
of war and _= statecraft—where armies 
were the pawns and where kingdoms were 
the prizes.

If Savanuah is to be the great seaport for Georgia 
and the states west and northwest of her, she needs 
more railroads, anéjwhen we more railroads we 
mean roads that will be trunks and feeders and give 
to Savannah a commercial position second to no 
seaport on the Atlantic coast. No thinking man 
thinks fora moment that Georgia has all the rail 
roads she needs. A state with an area of 59,000 
syuare miles, according to the latest and accurate 
survey, and only having 2.300 miles of railroads, is 
Georgia bas land enough to 
support five millions of people with ease 
and at the same time to raise produc- 
tions rorexport.
